Brief  History  of  Centenary 


The  present  Centenary  church  is  the  outgrowth  of  a  period  of  years 
in  which  the  spirit  of  Methodism  has  adapted  itself  to  the  changing 
needs  of  this  community.  Beginning  about  the  year  1834  with  a  small 
society,  which  later  became  the  Winston  Charge  the  congregation  in 
1886  completed  what  is  now  the  old  Centenary  Church,  so  named, 
because  it  was  begun  during  the  one  hundredth  anniversary  of  Method- 
ism in  the  United  States. 

West  End  Church  was  formed  twenty-two  years  ago  from  members 
of  Centenary  who  lived  in  what  was  then  the  western  part  of  the  city. 
In  1927  both  congregations  needed  to  build,  West  End  because  of  the 
lack  of  educational  facilities  and  Centenary  because  of  its  location  in 
the  heart  of  the  business  section.  The  membership  had  long  since  over- 
lapped geographically,  by  virtue  of  the  fact  that  members  of  both 
churches  had  moved  to  suburban  homes.  Bishop  H.  M.  DuBose  was 
the  first  to  suggest  that  the  two  great  congregations  of  Centenary  and 
West  End  unite  in  a  building  program.  Plans  were  made  in  the  early 
fall  of  1927  and  at  the  session  of  the  Western  North  Carolina  Con- 
ference immediately  following  the  churches  were  declared  one  charge. 
A  Building  Committee  was  appointed,  plans  were  submitted  and  ap- 
proved which  finally  led  to  the  magnificent  result  we  all  behold  today. 

It  is  impossible  to  mention  all  those  who  have  had  a  part  in  bringing 
to  fruition  this  great  project.  But  there  are  two  names  which  should 
be  mentioned.  One  of  these  is  Hugh  G.  Chatham,  first  Chairman  of 
the  Board  of  Stewards  and  James  K.  Norfleet,  his  successor,  both  of 
whom  have  passed  away  since  the  church  was  started.

Descriptive  Plan  of  the  New 
Church 

The  plan  of  the  new  Centenary  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South, 
is  the  outcome  of  the  complete  and  logical  study  of  the  definite  require- 
ments stipulated  by  the  authorities  of  the  church.  These  requirements 
were  briefly  as  follows : 

That  the  church  seat  a  large  congregation,  that  it  be  as  nearly  as 
possible  acoustically  accurate,  that  the  plan  should  lend  itself  to  the 
established  services  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  and  that  every- 
one in  the  main  body  of  the  church  should  have  an  uninterrupted  view 
of  the  preacher.  It  was  also  required  that  the  entire  group  of  buildings 
be  designed  in  that  style  known  as  Gothic.  The  buildings  were  to  con- 
sist of  a  Church  with  its  offices,  Chapel,  and  Sunday  School.  The  site 
being  of  most  generous  dimensions,  and  fine  quality,  it  was  possible  to 
develop  a  splendid  architectural  composition. 

The  church,  the  dominant  feature,  placed  nearly  centrally  on  the 
site,  has  its  main  entrance  on  Fifth  Street,  some  distance  removed  from 
the  sidewalk.  The  church  proper  is  entered  through  the  narthex,  or 
main  vestibule  which  is  spacious  and  well  proportioned.  The  screen, 
separating  the  vestibule  from  the  church,  is  of  oak,  Gothic  in  character, 
traceried  and  carved.  The  main  church  is  of  great  dimensions,  approxi- 
mately 165  feet  long,  52  feet  wide  and  68  feet  high  to  the  apex  of  the 
roof.  The  plan  is  a  cruciform  one,  with  a  long  nave  and  transepts  on 
either  side.  The  transepts  have  galleries,  and  there  is  a  gallery  at  the 
north  end  over  the  vestibule.  The  chancel,  or  apse,  is  semi-circular  in 
shape,  and  the  choir  stalls  are  arranged  around  this  semi-circular  form. 
The  pulpit,  raised  above  the  church  level,  is  the  focal  point  of  the 
chancel.  It  is  on  the  centre  line  of  the  church,  and  at  the  front  of  the 
chancel.  The  pews  are  served  by  a  centre  aisle  and  two  side  aisles. 

The  architectural  character  of  the  building  is  essentially  Gothic,  and 
true  to  the  structural  traditions  of  that  style.  The  nave  is  divided  into 
four  large  bays  with  their  necessary  piers,  buttresses  and  arches.  In  each 
bay,  on  the  side  walls,  is  a  long  traceried  window,  and  on  the  north 
front  over  the  entrance  is  a  three-light  window  with,  at  its  crown, 
delicate  tracery  in  rose  form.  Above  the  choir  stalls,  in  the  chancel, 
are  three  lancet  windows,  beautiful  in  color  and  design,  examples  of 
the  finest  glass  procurable,  and  executed  in  a  masterly  manner.  The 
choir  stalls,  pulpit,  narthex  screen,  and  other  decorative  wood  work 
throughout  the  church  is  designed  in  the  spirit  of  Gothic  not  over 
elaborate  in  tracery  and  carving,  but  in  it  is  expressed  craftsmanship 
of  fine  quality.  All  of  the  wood  work  is  of  oak.  The  floor  of  the 
church  is  stone  with  oak  under  the  pews. 

The  absence  of  the  usual  organ  case  in  the  chancel — or  church — 
may  be  noted.  The  architects  of  present  day  churches  are  usually  con- 


fronted  with  a  request  for  provision  for  an  organ  often  excessively 
large.  This  results  in  the  display  of  numerous  organ  pipes,  most  of 
them  dummies,  flamboyant  and  distracting  organ  cases,  marring  the 
scale  of  the  interior.  In  this  church  no  organ  pipes  are  visible,  and  the 
organ  speaks  through  simple  screens,  kept  within  the  surface  of  the 
walls. 

The  maximum  height  for  the  interior  of  the  church  has  been  obtained 
through  exposing  the  structural  members  of  the  roof  itself.  These 
members  have  been  carefully  designed  and  placed  so  as  to  form  an 
attractive  beamed  and  panelled  ceiling.  This  ceiling  is  decorated  with 
colour  in  quiet  tones  sufficient  to  relieve  the  monotone  of  the  vast  sur- 
faces, and  to  add  a  sparkle  of  light  to  the  high  ceiling.  The  simple  and 
plain  plaster  wall  surfaces  have  been  relieved  by  a  stencil  pattern  which 
has  in  turn  been  antiqued  down  so  that  one  is  not  disturbed  by  the 
pattern,  but  instead  enjoys  the  relief  given  to  these  plain  surfaces.  The 
colour  used  throughout  the  ceiling  and  the  walls  does  not  in  any  way 
detract  from  the  brilliancy  of  colour  of  the  windows,  particularly  that 
in  the  chancel  windows. 

Contrary  to  the  usual  established  lighting  systems  employed  in  many 
of  the  old  churches,  the  lighting  scheme  has  been  developed  in  accord- 
ance with  the  latest  electrical  achievements,  and  the  absence  of  the  usual 
disturbing  chandeliers  and  lighting  fixtures  in  the  interior  of  the  church 
will  be  noted.  The  auditorium  is  lighted  by  reflector  units  recessed  in 
the  stone  work.  These  are  controlled  by  an  electrically  operated  dim- 
mer, and  any  required  value  or  quantity  of  light  may  be  obtained. 

The  chapel,  quite  small  in  dimension,  approximately  20  feet  wide, 
48  feet  long  and  25  feet  high,  is  planned  for  the  ceremonies  connected 
with  small  weddings  and  funerals.  This  chapel  has  simple  wall  sur- 
faces, a  wood  trussed  roof  with  panels  between  the  trusses,  and  the  fur- 
niture is  in  character  with  that  installed  in  the  church.  This  chapel  has 
its  individual  organ. 

The  Educational  Building  is  a  very  large  one,  and  is  planned  to  ac- 
commodate adequately  a  departmental  Sunday  School  in  accordance 
with  the  last  requirements  established  by  the  Educational  Board  of 
the  Methodist  Church.  The  usual  departments  are  provided  for :  The 
Cradle  Roll,  Nursery,  Beginners,  Primary,  Junior,  Intermediate,  Se- 
nior, Young  People's  and  Adult  Departments.  Further  description  of 
the  educational  building  is  given  elsewhere  in  the  booklet. 

In  addition  to  the  Sunday  School  assembly  and  class  rooms,  a  large 
dining  room  is  provided.  This  dining  room  has  its  individual  entrance. 
Under  the  church  proper,  an  auditorium  exists  which  is  approximately 
the  same  size  as  the  church  above.  The  main  entrance  to  this  is  on 
Four  and  One-Half  Street.  It  has  a  large  stage  with  dressing  rooms 
behind.  At  the  entrance  to  the  auditorium  are  coat  rooms  and  other 
necessary  facilities.  This  auditorium  is  also  planned  for  the  purpose  of 
serving  church  suppers,  etc.,  and  the  kitchens  and  pantries  are  so  placed 
that  common  service  may  be  given  to  the  small  dining  room  or  large 
social  hall.  There  is  no  duplication  of  kitchen  facilities. 


There  is  ako  a  Girls  Club  Room,  a  Choir  Room,  and  Women's 
Parlour. 

In  that  part  of  the  building,  adjacent  to  the  chancel,  there  is  provided 
for  on  the  first  floor  a  library,  Board  Room,  waiting  room,  Pastor's 
Study,  and  secretary's  room. 

Every  advantage  hac  been  taken  of  the  slope  of  the  site  from  Fifth 
Street  down  to  Four  and  One-Half  Street.  The  Educational  Building 
is,  counting  the  mezzanine  floors  from  Four  and  One-Half  Street,  five 
storeys  high,  and  yet  this  very  tall  structure  does  not  compete  with  the 
church,  or  dwarf  it  in  any  manner. 

The  church  proper  is  built  entirely  of  masonary  construction.  The 
interior  stone  is  limestone,  carefully  selected  both  for  quality  and 
colour.  The  exterior  wall  surfaces  are  of  limestone,  warm  in  col- 
our, laid  up  in  random  courses,  and  those  parts  of  the  exterior  wall 
commonly  known  as  trimmings,  such  as  window  mullions,  tracery, 
arches,  stone  work  around  doors  and  windows  and  mouldings  through- 
out the  wall  surfaces,  are  of  selected  limestone.  The  roof  is  slate  of  a 
colour  harmonizing  pleasantly  with  the  wall  surfaces. 

The  carving  around  the  exterior  of  the  main  entrance  is  of  interest, 
the  central  figure  being  John  Wesley,  and  the  carving  in  the  bosses  in- 
dicates the  Fall  of  Man  symbolized  by  the  snake  and  apple ;  the  Flood 
ac  a  forerunner  of  the  Ship  of  the  Church,  symbolized  by  the  Ark ;  the 
Ship  of  the  Church  through  which  is  accomplished  man's  redemption, 
symbolized  by  the  eight  pointed  star.  Coupled  with  these  are  the  four 
major  Prophets:  Isaiah  indicated  by  a  saw  and  tongs;  Jeremiah,  a 
stone  and  wand ;  Ezekiel,  a  closed  gate  and  turreted  gateway,  and 
Daniel,  lions.  The  carvings  in  the  arch  represent  Peace  symbolized  by 
the  dove ;  Strength  by  the  acorn  and  oak  leaves ;  The  Blood  of  Christ 
by  the  Grape  Vine.  In  the  hinges  of  the  main  entrance  doorway  will 
be  found  symbols  of  the  Four  Evangelists. 

It  has  been  the  endeavour  of  the  architects  to  design  a  building  which 
would  logically  house,  in  an  efficient  manner,  the  activities  of  the 
Church  and  Sunday  School,  and  at  the  same  time  create  an  architec- 
tural composition  which  would  not  be  too  dominant, — which  would  be 
honest  in  expressing  its  structural  elements,  in  proper  scale,  in  complete 
harmony  with  the  style  in  which  it  has  been  built,  and  a  permanent 
monument  to  the  meaning  of  the  Church.

The  Educational  Building 

The  Building  Committee  very  wisely  made  ample  provision  for  re- 
ligious education  in  our  new  church.  In  providing  this  spacious  and 
well  arranged  unit  for  the  work  of  our  church  school  they,  no  doubt, 
were  moved  by  the  same  conviction  as  that  expressed  by  a  noted  manu- 
facturer a  few  years  ago  who  is  reported  to  have  made  the  following 
statement:  "When  the  final  estimate  shall  be  made  and  the  most  im- 
portant development  of  the  last  century  shall  have  been  determined  it 
will  not  be  found  to  have  been  the  development  of  big  business,  or  any 
of  the  marvelous  discoveries  or  inventions  of  our  times  that  have  so 
changed  the  conditions  of  our  physical  life.  It  will  be  found  to  have 
been  in  the  new  awakenings  and  developments  in  the  field  of  religious 
education." 

The  First  Floor 

The  first  floor  of  the  building  has  three  main  entrances  on  Four  and 
One-half  Street  and  four  entrances  on  Fifth  Street,  not  including  the 
entrance  to  the  church.  Imagine  we  are  standing  on  Fifth  Street  look- 
ing at  the  structure  as  a  whole.  We  now  decide  to  see  the  building 
beginning  at  the  end  nearest  town,  the  east  entrance.  We  enter  and 
discover  exactly  opposite  us  across  the  corridor  another  doorway  open- 
ing onto  Four  and  One-Half  Street  which  we  may  have  entered.  To 
our  left  we  see  five  large  rooms  which  are  designed  for  the  first  six  years 
of  the  child's  life.  The  children  up  to  three  going  into  the  Cradle  Roll, 
those  from  three  to  four  in  the  Nursery  Department,  and  those  four  to 
five  in  the  Beginner's  Department.  After  they  have  finished  the  Be- 
ginner they  go  into  the  First  Year  Primary  room  nearby  for  one  year. 

Coming  back  to  our  entrance  point  we  look  down  the  hall  in  the 
direction  of  the  main  church  and  see  two  large  rooms  on  the  left.  These 
are  for  the  children  seven  to  eight  years  of  age,  that  is  the  second  and 
third  Primaries. 

Beyond  these  rooms  is  a  little  hallway  leading  to  another  Fifth 
Street  entrance  and  beyond  this  hallway  is  the  dining  room  on  the 
Four  and  One-Half  Street  side  and  the  chapel  on  the  Fifth  Street  side. 
Under  the  main  church  is  a  large  room  which  will  be  described  under 
the  heading  "The  Church".  It  is  to  be  used  for  our  Adult  Department 
of  the  Church  School. 

The  Main  Floor 

So  we  have  "done"  the  first  floor.  Between  the  first  floor  and  the 
main  floor  (which  is  level  with  the  church)  is  a  mezzanine  floor  which 
contains  class  rooms  for  all  grades  of  the  Primary  Department. 

Moving  up  now  to  the  main  floor  by  the  stairway  at  the  door  where 
we  first  came  in  we  see  on  our  left  the  assembly  room  and  class  rooms 
of  the  Junior  Department  (9-10-11  years).  This  spacious  assembly 


with  its  high  ceiling  with  large  wooden  beams  make  it  one  of  the  most 
attractive  rooms  in  the  entire  building.  Opening  off  this  room  are  class 
rooms  for  eleven  classes. 

On  our  right,  going  down  the  hall  towards  the  church,  are  adult 
class  rooms  and  headquarters  for  the  Church  School. 

The  Top  Floor 

Between  the  floor  we  have  just  visited  and  the  top  floor  there  is  an- 
other half-story  devoted  to  class  rooms  for  the  Intermediate,  or  High 
School  Department  (ages  12,  13,  14,  15)  ;  the  Young  Peoples  (16-23) 
and  the  Junior  Adult  (24-35).  Above  these  class  rooms  (now  we 
are  on  the  top  floor)  are  located  the  Assembly  Rooms  for  each  of  the 
three  departments  just  named. 

This  building  is  a  tremendous  challenge  to  our  church  to  do  one  of 
the  outstanding  pieces  of  work  in  religious  education  to  be  found  any- 
where in  the  country.  The  Director  cannot  do  it  alone,  the  Board  of 
Christian  Education  cannot  do  it  alone,  the  Pastor  cannot  do  it  alone. 
But  with  our  large  membership  supporting  our  program  of  Christian 
Education  by  its  prayers,  its  attendance  and  its  sacrificial  service  as 
teachers  and  leaders  we  can  do  a  work  in  this  building  which  will  in- 
fluence not  only  our  local  church  and  community  but  the  entire  South- 
ern Methodist  Church  and,  indeed,  strengthen  the  bonds  of  those  who 
work  everywhere  for  the  building  of  Christian  Character. 


Gifts 


The  organs,  both  for  the  church  and  the  chapel,  have  been  given  by 
the  family  of  the  late  John  W.  Hanes  in  memory  of  Mr.  Hanes  who 
was  a  steward  in  the  church  and  vitally  interested  in  its  affairs. 


A  silver  flower  vase  and  eight  silver  collection  plates  were  given  by 
Mrs.  S.  Douglas  Craig,  in  memory  of  her  father  and  mother,  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  P,  H.  Hanes,  both  of  whom  were  loyal  and  devoted  members 
of  Centenary  Church.  Mr.  Hanes  was  a  steward  in  Centenary  church 
up  until  the  time  of  his  death. 

Mrs.  Craig  has  also  provided  flowers  for  the  chancel  at  Centenary 
Church  for  a  number  of  years  in  memory  of  her  father  and  mother, 
and  continues  this  gracious  ministry  in  our  new  church  today. 


The  tables  and  chairs  for  the  Dining  Room  were  given  by  Misses 
Nan  and  Dell  Norfleet  in  memory  of  their  mother,  Mrs.  J.  K.  Norfleet, 
who  was  instrumental  in  the  maintenance  of  the  dining  room  and 
girls'  club  work  in  old  Centenary. 


The  furnishings  for  the  Board  of  Stewards'  Room  are  given  by 
Charles  Norfleet  in  memory  of  his  father,  Mr.  J.  K.  Norfleet,  who 
was  the  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Stewards  at  the  time  of  his  death. 


The  Communion  Table  is  the  gift  of  the  Woman's  Missionary 
Society  of  the  church. 


A  number  of  prints  of  the  great  religious  masterpieces  for  the  Edu- 
cational Building  were  contributed  by  Miss  Dell  Norfleet. 


Quite  a  number  of  the  smaller  essentials  for  the  Educational  Build- 
ing were  made  and  given  by  the  children  of  the  Vacation  Church 
School  last  summer.  Among  these  articles  were  flower  stands,  waste- 
paper  baskets,  shellaced  pictures  and  towels  for  the  church  kitchen. 
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
